1. The Lithuanian-Soviet Treaty of Friendship and 
Non-Ageression.

At Moscow on September 28th last a treaty of friendship and non- 
aggression was signed between the Lithuanian and Soviet Governments. 
This treaty is similar to those already concluded by the Soviet Govern- 
ment with Turkey! Persia and Afghanistan. Particular importance and 
significance are attached to it because of the security pact negotiations 
now in progress between the Soviet Union on the one hand and Estonia, 
Latvia and Finland on the other; because of the unsettled relations that 


prevail between Lithuania and Poland, the two countries being technicciv 


in a state of war; end because of the tenuous state of relations betweer 
Poland and the Soviet Union. 


As in the case of former Soviet treaties, the present treaty provides 


that in case of unprovoked aggression by one or more third Powers against 
Lithuania or the Soviet Union, the two contracting parties agree not to 
sunnort such Power or Powers. Thus if Lithuania should be attacked by 
Poland, the Soviet Union would not support the latter. It would be for 


the Soviet Union to decide if Poland were really the agiressor. Further, 


though under obligation not to participate in any action directed 
against Lithuania, the Soviet Union would not be obliged to refrain 
from going to her assistance except in a case where a similar treaty 
has been entered into. Yor example, having a similar agreement both 
with Germany and Lithuania, the Soviet Union could not take part ina 


conflict between those two Powers unless on the ground that the ageression 


by the one or the other was provoked. 
Again it has been asserted in the press of various countries that 


a treaty of the nature of the one just signed between Lithuania and the 
Soviet Union is not compatible, in respect of its non-aggression clause, 
with the stinulations of the League Covenant. Lithuania, it will be 
recalled, if a member of the Geneva institution. But the treaties of 
non-aggression and neutrality signed to date by the Soviet Government 
are analogous to the recently concluded Italian-Spanish treaty of: 
conciliation and neutrality. Italy is a member of the League, and 
Spain has since resigned, though she was a member when the treaty in 
Question was signed. The Soviet Union, on the other hand, has no 
Obligation vis-a-vis that institution.. 

The most imvortant phases of the Lithuanian-Soviet treaty touch 
the Vilna question. That city, it will be recalled, was forcibly taken 
from Lithuania by the rebel Polish General Zeligowski and has since 
been retained. By the *oscow treaty dated July leth, 1920, signed | 
between Lithuania and the Russian Socialist Federal Soviet Republic? 
Vilna was recognised as belonging to Lithuenia. The same treaty

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provides that "the frontier line between Lithuania and Poland, and 
between Lithuania and Latvia, will be fixed by arrangement with these 
States." 

The present jithuanian-Soviet treaty provides that the hioscow 
trecty remains in full force. The note sent by kr. Chicherin to the 
Lithuanian signatory states that "the fact of the violation of tle 
Lithuanian frontiers that took place against the will of the Lithuanian 
people has not altered the attitude of the Soviet Covernment in 
connection with the territorial sovereignty determined by article 2 and 
annexed remark to the Treaty of Peace concluded between Russia and 
Lithuania on July 12, 1920." This statement is difiticult to understand 
since, on the one hand, in Article <2 of the Moscow treaty tracing the 
Lithuanian frontier Vilna was regarded as a part of Lithuania. On 
the other hand, an annexed remark to that treaty, as given atove, 
provides that the boundary between Poland and Lithuania should be fixed 
between those two States. It is evidently impossible to establish a 
poundary and to leave it open for delimitation at the same time. 

It will be recalled that a resolution, dated March 14, 1925, by the 
s0-called Conference of Ambassajorg recognised the present frontier of 
Poland as definitive, that is with Vilna included. Litiuania refused 
to accept this decision and naturally the Soviet Union was not bound by 
it. 
On the cther hand, in a treaty signed at Riga on March 18, 1921, 
between Soviet Russia and Poland, it was stinulated that "the two 
Contracting Parties agree that, insofar as the territory situated to the 
west of the frontier fixed in Article 2 of the preseat Treaty, includes 
districts which form the subject of a dispute between Poland and ' 
Lithuania, the question of the attribution of these districts to one of 
those two States is a matter which exclusively concerns Poland and 
Lithuania."! 

Rut this Polish-Soviet treaty came after the Lithuanian-Russian 
treaty of 1920, the one to which the mwesent agreement refers. The 
' present atatement that the attribution of Vilna to Poland does not alter 
_ the frontiers which Russia recognised as apnertaining to Lithuania by the 
1920 treaty seems difficult to reconcile with the Polish-Soviet treaty of 
1921 recognising the disinterestedness of the Soviet Union in the terri- 
torial dispute between Poland and Lithuania. The one loophole is that 
the Vilna dispute was not settled between Poland and Lithuania as forseen 
in the Polish-Soviet treaty but by the Conference of Ambassadors, a body 
on which neither Poland nor Lithuania is regularly renresented.

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Ze Syria. 


After seven years of occunation, France appears to have made no 
advance towards the successful administration of the Syrian mandate. 
Five high commissioners have been sent out in six years, five different 
policies have been tried and five different grouninzss of the component 
states have been made. The last administrator, H. de Jouvenel, was a 
civilian, - the first civilian to be tried in that capacity - and he too 


has failed. Being a civilian he decided that it was his duty to attempt 
a policy of conciliation, the more so as the last military administrator, 


General Sarrail, had overstenped even a military administrator's custom - 
ary disregard for the feelings of the inhabitants. Conciliation failed 
however almost before it had been tried and the Jevel Druse revolt was 
seen to be but a nart of an almost general revolt against the French. 


Though the Druse strongholds were reduced by the exercise of considerable 


force and heavy losses, disturbances still continue there. Even more 
serious is the fact that Damascus, which was bombarded in October, 1925, 


has been twice sacked since under French orders, in llarch and July, 1926, 


and much of the fertile country surrounding it has been laid waste. 
Comparative quiet now reigns, but it is the quiet of exhaustion, for 
after fourteen months of guerilla warfare the country is devastated. 
M. de Jouvenel has resigned and a comnaratively unknown official from 
the French Foreign Office, M. Henri Ponsot, has been sent out to take 
his place. 

The situation which faces itlm is one to cause despair. Hitherto 

the attemnt has been to administer the country by means of a French 
pureaucragy, an arrangement which is hardly in accordance with the Arab's 


ideas of government by a mandatory power. Indeed even the more moderate 


element demands a status similar to that now enjoyed by the Kingdom of 
Iraq, while the extremists appear to demand practical independence. 
Probably the French after their bitter experience would be only too glad 
to grant some form of devolution, but nothing reasonable would satisfy 
the extremists and it hardly seems possible in the present condition of 
the country to relax control. 

The other great difficulty is the religious antagonisms which have 
been aroused by the creation in 1920 of a separate entity called "Great 


Lebanon", which is made up of the Christian and largely catholic Lebaron, 
the mainly Christian city of Beirut, and a number of smaller towns mainiy 


Moslem. The Moslems resent this, as do the Druses of Mount Hermon. 

But the destruction of this unsatisfactory amalgamation which would be 
inevitable if the demand for Syrian unity is conceded by the French, 
would be vigorously onposed by the Lebanese Christians. In either case 
therefore dissatisfaction is caused and the religious feeling behind it 
makes the question exceedingly serious. 

What steps the new Figh Commissioner will take it is impossible to 
foresee, the more so as he has publicly gtuted that he goes out with no 
preconceived notions and no definite policy. But in the fact that he 
has an onen mind and is willing to be guided by experience lies the best 


hope of success.

Chine and the Middle East. 

During the nast twelve months the liiddle East has been the saegne of 
a variety of diplomatic negotiations. In these Turkey has played the 
most prominent part; she has conciuded treaties with Irance, Great 
Britain and Iraq on the one hand, and non-eggression neutrality pacts 
with the U.S.S.R. and Persia on the other. This last group is now in 
process Of being welded into a tripartite security nact under the 
guiding vrinciples of ilioscow. 

But now a new factor apnears; China, that is to say the Central 
Peking Government, has entered the field. ‘re Alfred Sze, nominally 
Yinister to Washington, but as late as June of this year : -olging the 
vortfolio of Forcign Affairs, which he hes since surrendered to Dr. 
Wellington Koo, has been travelling in the Middle East and has recently 
visited Angora. Fis object is to conclude a further triple nact betweer 
China, Turkey and Persia, though whether of «2 non-ageressive nature is 
sot yet cleer. 

The importance of this new Cevelopment lies in the fact that China 
has been deevly impressed with the manner in which Turkey has avolished 
the Canitulations and is becoming increasingly anxicus to emulate this 
procedure in getting rid of foreign controi in China. It is easy to 
imagine the very serious effects which any action on the part of China, 
such as abolition of the present privileges granted to foreigners, would 
have uvon international and especially upon British trade. 


The Manifesto ojt ttje Bankers and Industrialists. 
A statement entitled "A+Plea for the Removal of Restrictions upon 


European Trede" was published in "The Times" of October 20th. It was 
signed by bankere and business men of Austria, Belgium, Czechoslovakia, 
Denmark, Germany, Great Britain, Holland, Hungary, Norway, Poland, | 
Rumania, Sweden, Switzerland and the United States. Prominent tankers | 
and industrialists of France and Italy anpended their names to certain 
comments which they adjed to the main document. The latier was a plea 
for the removal of the customs barriers which since the war have been 
created in large numbers in Europe by the break-up of former political 
unities. In the onvinion of the signatories the licences, tariffs, and 
prohibitions which had been imposed to defend the new frontiers and in 
certain cases to sustain new local industries, had actually resulted in a 
shortage of coal for industries and of raw materials for factories, 
increased prices, diminished production, contracted credit, and deprec- 
iated currencies. It was noted that the League of Nations and the 
International Chamber of Commerce had been labouring to minimise the 
existing prohibitions and restriction and to facilitate transport. 
The manifesto had a mixed reception. The Nationalist Press in 
Germany for instance, saw in it a confession by the signatories that the 
Treaty of Versailles and the Dawes Plan had failed. In tne United 
States it tended to be taken as a plank in the political platforms of tne 
Republicans and Democrats in the forthcominz elections. But these ar: 
Side lines off the main issue for tne manifesto is in reality the public 
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expression of a suoject wiich for some considerabie time vast has veen 
much discussed in Zurove, - namely the nossibiiity of a Zollverein. 





The Loan to Belziun. 

The process of brinzing avout the stroilization of the Belzian 
franc was completed on Octover 25th, when tne Ming iad siyned all the 
decrees relating to that operation. 

On Cctober 23rd, contracts for a loan of 3100,000,000 ( £20,000, 000) 
for a term of 30 years were signed in London. Tne amount of the | 
London portion of the "Xingdom of Belgium Stabilization Loan" was 
£7,250,000 in 7% sterling bonds which were easerly bought up when 
offered for vublic subscription on October 27th at 94. Tne American 
issue amounted to 950,000,000 (£10,000,000) and the Continental (Switzer- 
land, Holiand and Sweijen) to about £3,000,000. This external loan to 
proviie the necessary funds to ensure the success of the stabilization 
scheme goes to the National Bank of Belgium, which has been charged with 
the carryin:; through of the operation of stabilization. In the same 
connection credits amounting to $35,000,000 for the ational Bank of 
Belgium have been grantd by the central and reserve banks of ureat 
Britain, United States, France, Germany, Holland, Austria, Hun,ary, 
Sweden and Janan. The National Bank aiso holds reserves of foreign 
currencies both on it3 own account and on that of the Government amount. 
ing to 745,000,000. 

A new currency unit called the 'yelga' has been invented to 
facilitate the work entailed in relinking, after an interval of 14 years, iJ 
the Belgian currency to gold. One belga equals five paper francs and 
35 velgas will equal £1 gold (i.e. the stabilized rate is 175 francs to | 
the £1). Prices, wages and salaries in Belgium are anvroximately five 
times as large as before the war, and thus the adjustment between world 
values ani Belgian values should not be very marked.

In the course of a 
recent sneech, he stated that the work of the "reparatory Comuission had 
so far advanced that it should be possible to hold the International 
Disarmament Conference next February. 

Other equally well-known exnerts, on the other hand, would probably 
hesitate to sunyvort such a sanguine view. General informed opinion 
seems to incline to the belief that it would be premature to hold the 
Conference before the summer of 1927 at the earliest. Tne Seventh 
Assembly, it will be remembered, resolved to “ask the Council to convene 
this Conference tefore the Zighth Ordinary Session of the Assembly 
unless material difficulties renier this impossible." T:e Assembly, as 


usual, will meet in Sevtember.
